“DUBLIN, TUESDAY, JULY 12. 


Tue one great question now being asked through- 
‘ut civilized Europe is this—Why does the French 
Emperor, flushed with victory, hold his hand and 
demand an armistice from his more than half-beaten 
antagonist? ‘Time, or the good will and pleasure of 
his imperial Majesty, can alone supply a trustworthy 
answer. We do not pretend to see further into 
a mystery than others, nor are we inclined to 
vaticinate too minutely upon the future inten- 
tions of that inscrutable strategist, Napoleon the 
Third. That he has a fixed purpose hid away in the 
recesscs of his heart, and to which the present Aus- 
trian war is but asthe first move of the pawns at chess, 
few will doubt; that he will carry it through if he can, 
iron-handed and remorselessly, the Coup d’Etat of 
1851 proves. Still it is a matter of fair speculation, 
taking the past as a telescope, to focus the future 
as sharply as may be, and talk of possibilities. 
From the commencement of the present cam- 
paign, the French war cry has been “ Liberty 
to Italy,” and no arriere pensee; upon each 
opportunity ever since, the same sentiment has formed 
the burden of the Emperor's song; if, therefore, in- 
credulous Europe is ever to be cajoled into a confi- 
dence in the pure magnanimity of French interposi- 
tion, now is the time. The armies of the hated house 
of Hapsburg are in full retreat before the Zouave 
bayoncts; and the freed Italians have now nothing to 
do but arrange a Constitution, agree as to a form of 
Government, and leave it to Louis Napoleon to clench 
the nail which he has driven in so successfully. 
When a boy at school vanquishes his comrade at fisti- 
cuffs, it is not an unusual question for him to ask :— 
“Will you have any more ?” and, as a superficial 
view of the case, this may be the French Empe- 
ror's question; but we cannot help suspecting that he 
is well aware how much depends upon the answer. 
By fair, hard, fighting he has made himself master of 
the position. Should Francis Joseph give up his 
claim to North Italy, and Napoleon, assisted by 
Victor Emmanuel, after settling all those little mat-

We have read with some surprise the order of the 
Dublin Corporation respecting the non-watering of 
our streets. Fortwo days the city has been en- 
veloped in a cloud of dust, small gravel and pulver- 
ized granite, sadly to the detriment of ladies’ dresses 
the discomfort of pedestrians, and the injury of shop- 
keepers. More than really any occasion for such an 
order we would be the first to applaud the foresight 
and prudence of our civic magnates. A dearth of 
water in such a city as ours would be a fearful evil. 
But what reason on earth exists to prevent 
our streets being cleaned and combed with brackish 
water? The tide comes into the Liffey twice in, 
24 hours, no very extraordinary phenomenon, and 
one which the wise men of Gotham may have heard of 
For two hours on either side of high water there is a 
depth at the river wall through the whole city of 14 
or 15 feet. That is, there is a most abundant sup- 
ply of water during 8 hours of the 24! 40 pump, 
along the Liffy Quay would fill carts every 4 hours. 
we could thus drench the streets admirably wtihout 
a single drop from the precious store of spring water 
which our Corporators are so terribly disinclined to 
use. 


The Times on the Armistice :— 

There are  resons lying upon the surface 
why the Emperor of the French should 
desire to close the first chapter of his military career. 
The campaign is complete and unchequered in its suc- 
cess. The Austrians had invaded the territory of his 
ally. Louis Napoleon has chased them out, and has 
retaliated their invasion. ‘The Germans had declared 
throughout all their non-official organs that they would 
come to Austria’s assistance immediately the French 
crossed the Mincio. Louis Napoleon struck a great 
blow, and then passed theMincio in complete tranquility. 
He has done all that he desirel. Hehas shown Austria 
that she is at his mercy, and Prussia that he is very far 
from fearing her. Much more than this; he has sent Aus- 
trian standards to Paris, and has gained victories at 
the head of a French army. In all his previons history 
he never could be quite sure of the soldiery, for he had 
not shown himself a soldier ; now he is safe in this 
respect. What more natural than that the Emperor 
should desire to go backto Paris and wear his laurels 
while they yet are green? S rely this is better than 
risking areverse in that ill-famed Quadrilateral! <A 
thousand things might happen. The Pestilent 
marsnes of the Mincio are rife in autumn fevers, and 
one of these might prove more fatal than a battle. Why 
should he wait to break his teeth against those solid 
stern walls? He has ridden his fox to earth after a 
splendid run, almost without a cheok ; it is scarcely 
worth his while to wait and dig him out. So thinks the 
Emperor. He leaves that trusty old earth-stopper 
Marshal Vailant on the watch, and, with a whoop to 
his hounds, he turns his horses head, and is off home to 
Paris. 

We think there are obvious reasons why both Emper- 
ors should agree to the Armistice, as soon as the first 
difficulty of proposing it was got over. It appears to 
us, however, that these reasons are no less cogent to 
prevent a recurrence of hostilities, and that there are 
others of still greater import which favour the hopes of 
Peace. At present the Emperor of the Frenvh. has 
not scriously embroiled himself with his clergy, 
but the steps which he must next have taken if 
the war had proceeded could scarcely have failed 
to tell unfavourably upon relations with Rome. 
He has not yet committed hmere'{ten**was ‘lit and 
ne Nour was appointed at which he was to throw 
it. War is very expensive, and even thirty mil- 
lions is a sum not impossible to spend, and if it is 
a luxury which you would cnjoy now and then— 
every three years or so—it is wise to enjoy it 
temperately, and to leave off unsatiated. Then 
there is the glory, and the profit of magnanimity. 
No one can appreciate more perfectly than Louis 
Napoleon the advantage of refraining from doing 
all that he could unquestionably could do. If he has 
done enough to convince Francis Joseph that he has 
Austriain the hollow of his hand,andcan close his fingers 
on her when he lists, he has done better than if he had 
marched to Vienna. Perhaps it is possible to make of 
a humbled enemy a grateful friend. Napoleon LII. hasa 
habit oflevying friends at the head of a recruiting party 
of 159,000 men. Russia, now so loyal, was en- 
listed among his intimates by that heavy shake 
of the hand he gave her in the Crimea. 
Fortune has given him a great part to play, and he can 
play it at once nobly and profitably. Say that he gives 
part of his spoils to Sardinia, and leaves Venice to 
Austria as the price of her ready submission. The 
Romans may complain, and the newspapers may remind 
him of his promise that Italy shoulil be liberated fr om 
the Alps to the Adriatic ; but a few specious stipula- 
tions would fulfil this promise to the ear, and the Empe- 
ror of the French in answer to every cavil, might show 
for his own people ana to the world two first-rate Kuro- 
pean Powers who had been his enemies, and are now his 
triends; he might point to .Russia and Austria, both 
humbledand both spared. We think all these con- 
siderations consel Peace. Depend upon it, Louis 
Napo'eon has not given a ‘respite to Francis Joseph 
merely that the latter may buy rifled cannon and bring 
down his reserves from Austria; and Francis Joseph 
has not accepted this boon with no other hope 
than that his bristling Quadrangle shall be taken 
afew months later, and that Hungary may have 


time to play her part in the confusion. We have 
seen enough of Louis Napoleons’s military 
policy to note that he runs his race in 


short heats. He has iearnt that France likes war, 
but that a war to be popular in France must be short 
and successful. Unless Austria should be so unreason- 
able as to insist on retaining Lombardy and refuse to 
withdraw from further intermeddling in Italy—an ob- 
stinacy which we cannot imagine, for it would amount 
to judicial blindness—we do not anticipate any more 
deeds of arms on the Mincio. The army of Italy has 
gathered its laurels and may be content. The army of 
the Rhine is not yet fully mustered, and when brought 
into position it will—as we shall be duly informe? in 
the ey sm Bead be there to check any ambitious “en- 
terprise on the part of Prussia against the integrity of 
the French Empire. -

She 
layed the Crown of Lombardy against the Crown of 
rans, and her rashness is punished by an almost na- 
tional bankruptcy and a fearful loss of military ige. 
At the end of the chapter she must concede the points 
that she refused at the beginning. She was offered the 
option of ruling a part of Italy; well, she must now 
consent not to ruleher at all. Italy for the future is for 
Italians alone. 
This is the whole object of the war; this must be the 
cardinal condition of peace. There must be created a 
free and powerful Italign Confederation—as powerful in 
proportion, for its own defence as Germany. How the 
States that have been chiefly affected by this war shall 
be reconstructed is a question of detail which the Con- 
gress must decide. The annexation of Lombardy to 
Sardinia is an inevitable step—the erection of a ine. 
tiau Kingdom another. Under proper arrangements the 
latter might become a strong and independent State, 
The hononr of Austria might seem to require that one of 
ber Archdukes should sit upon the throne of the new 
kingdom, and probably no objection would be raised to 
that course provided he adopted Italy for his countay. 
But that relationship must be declared as coustituting 
no tie to Austria and offering no excuse for any sem- 
blance of Austrian rule or interference. The new king- 
dom of Venetia, would have to depend upon the rest of 
Italy, and not at all upon her German neighbour, tor 
protection. In fact, the whole State must be Italian. 
Every military and civil officer must be native, and no 
German assistance of any kind must be imported. 

But the real crux in dealing with Italy lies in reference 
to the States of the Church. Unhappily for all par- 
mes, the Pope is a temporal Sovereign as well as an 
i Perhaps we must not much wonder at the 
tenacity with which that sovereignty is held. Power 
of any Kind is always coveted, and by none more than 
by those wh» use it as auxiliary to spiritual pretensions 
And yet it will be impossible to liberate Italy as long as 
the Koman Government is unreformed. It will there- 
fore be the duty of the Congress to represent to the 
Pope that the time has come when a a civil aud 
spiritual power must be made, and that the claims of his 
Holiness to-secular dominion cannot be allowed to stand 
in the way of the final ad;ustment of the Italian ques- 
tion. The Pope ought to be the last person to contend 
that the sovereignty of a temporal State is an essential 
part of that spiritual vicariate which he is sworn to call 
in question. But anyhow, by his conseut if he will, in 
spite of him if he will not, the States of the Church 
must be reformed. They cannot be left out when the 
rest of Italy is under consideration. 


(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Paris, SATURDAY. 

The despatch relative to the suspension of arms is at 
present the theme of all conversation. Is it to be peace 
or war ? Each one judges according to his instinct. 
Those who wish for acontinuance of hostilities see in the 
arrangements between the two Emperors merely a man- 
cuvre to gain time ; both armies are exhausted ; the 
conquering as well as the conqucred, so they unlace their 
helmet and lean upon their swords while taking breath. 
one who wish for peace view the matter in a different 
light. It seems to them that Austria has had enough, 
she has been vanquished in every engagements, and in 
looking around her for support sees nothing but revolted 
provinces which her own iniquitous system of 
goverment has alienated from the House of 
Hapsburg. The Moniteur however tells us not to 
be too sanguine as to the ‘esult of the suspension 
which, while it may open a road to negociations for a 
settlement, is at present simply to be reviewed in a mili- 
tary light. When the First Consul won the battle of 
Marengo, Melas, the Austrian general, proposed to treat, 
and by a military convention drawn up at Alesandria, 
France had restored to her all her lost Italian con- 
quests, with the exception of Mantua. It is truce that 
this convention was not signed till after Hohenlinden 
and Moreau’s advance to the gates of Vienna ; but still, 
it was the first step towards the peace of Suneville. 
After Austerlitz, Francis II went to the tent of the 
Conquerer, and sued for peace. It is possible, then, that 
Francis Joseph may follow these precedents #4 »~~-~ 


' But the question then arises who has demanded this 
suppression ? the French Journals all say that it is 
Austria ; but if it had been Austria, would the despatch 
have been worded “A suspension of arms has been 
agreed to between the Emperor of Austria and me ;” 
would it not rather have run thus, “the Emperor of 
Austria has demanded a suspension of arms, which I 
have accorded.”” The Emperor Napoleon would like 
very much to come home now, he would return in a 
blaze of triumph, not having received a single check, 
and you may depend upon it that he has no wish to 
take up his quarters, and spend the next three or four 
months at all events in looking at Verona through a te- 
lescope. “Then no matter what is said on the subject, 
by the French Press, the sufferings of the army have 
been, and are, very great. The want of water has been 
felt to such a degree, that an eye-witness said it was 
awful to-hear the groans of the men as they hurried 
along the dusty roads. Only those who have experi- 
enced it, know what it is to march in the rear of a 
column, on a hot summer day: nothing but heat and 

sun—not a breath of air. Even with his “ cannon raye”’ 
Vcrona offers no tempter’s bait to the Imperial gaze. 

When a Napoleon is away, the excitement must be kept 

up in the capital, and the weary hours of a long siege 
would hardly suit the taste of the Parisian palate, and 

nobody knows this better than the Commander-in-Chief 
of the army of Italy. 

La Patrie says that, “on this occasion it is Austria 

who has demanded a truce, and that as usual, the Empe- 

ror Napoleon IIL., in atceding to it, has remained faith- 

ful to himself. When Russia proposed a Congress, 

France was the first to adhere to it ; and in fact, when 


conciliation should be exhausted before an appeal to 
arms. France accepted the proposition ot a Congress, 
and the Austrians crossed the Ticino. To-day Austria 
demands a suspension of arms, and France accords it.” 
This is all very moderate of France ; but [ think his- 
tory will accuse her of forcing on the war,and will refer 
to a certain arrangement brought about by Count Lee- 
bach, between the Courts of St. Petersburg and the 
Tuilleries, even before the end of the Crimean war, 
which she was in such a hurry to finish. 
France shows great moderation when it suits 
her own purpose, The Emperor has already limi- 
ted the terms upon which he will consent to nego- 
ciate—the freedom of Italy from the Alps fo the Ad- 
riatic—if he stops at anything short of this he will fail 
in his engagement, and can only claim for his interven- 
tion a partial success. The note of Francis Joseph to 
the Diet, calling upon it to mobilize the federal contin. 
gent, and inviting the Prince Regent to take the com- 
mand-in-chief, bears about it a show of determination 
but this may be only preparing for the worst. In case

Italy 
would be “ free” as far as the Adriatic, although she 
would not be absolutely and altogether Italian. Great 
will be the disappointment of Piedmont, and indeed of 
all Italy, ifthe war which has been so brilliantly success- 
ful should be brought to an end without accomplishing 
quite all that was hoped from it. And in the view of 
many people the disappointment will not be confined to 
commisseration, more or less well founded, for the lot 
of those Italians in the north-west corner of Italy, who 
will not, on the supposition, have, to all intents and 
purposes, a national government. For a very natural 
and justifiable fear is entertalned that, although a 
new European treaty might annex Lombardy to 
Sardinia, Italy would not be secure from Austrian 
aggression in all time coming, even were 
the sovereignty of Austria in Venetia shared 
by the federated States of Germany. How- 
ever, the Emperor’s “ moderation,” which it has been 
gfven out would prove astonishing, must mean some- 
thing remarkable ; and it must not be left out of the 
account that the conquest ot the quadrilateral fortresses, 
although desirable and certainly attainable, would cost, 
on a moderate computation, the sacrifice of 50,000 
French lives. These speculations may possibly be very 
premature, for there are as yet no certain grounds for 
affirming*that Erancis Joseph is even prepared to give 
up Lombardy, although every man in Europe but him- 
self must see that he is never likely to hold it again. 

It is rumoured that the Emperor will be in Paris very 
shortly ; and, indeed, it does not seem likely that he will 
remain with the army during the six weeks of inactivity 
which are out cut forthem. In these days of railways 
nothing seems more probable than that he should take 
a run to St. Cloud, to see the Empress, if only for a few 
days. At the same time, there are rumours that his 
Majesty will avail himself of the truce to put down the 
revolution in Central Italy, and a visit to the Pope is, 
talked of. 

There is a shade of difference between them in this 
sense, that the official journal declares formally that 
the armistice leaves the field open for pégotiations, 
while the other said nothing about the point. But 
however, slight that difference may be, every one 
must approve of the intention of the two notes, as they 
tend to check the habitual promptitude of the French 
mind to arrive all at once at a conclusion in place 
of waiting for the progress of events. In the present 
case, it is evident that the moment of peace de- 
pends on Austria rather on France, although the 
latter be the victorious party and the former the vanquish- 
ed one. No one can desire the prompt conclusion 
of peace more than we, but the whole world must see 
that France cannot withdraw nor attenuate a condition 
solemnly proclaimed in the face of Europe, and which 
events certainly do not render necessary. Undoubtedly 
if Austria were to abandon her present Italian posses- 
sions to the Adriatic, peace could be signed to-morrow, 
because France would then have fulfild her engage- 
ments toward Italy. But if, in spite of Magenta and 
Solferino, Austria should still refuse to accept that pro- 
gramme, the suspension of arms now announced will 
remain what it is—a simple truce between the bellige- 
rent parties. 


OPINIONS OF FRENCH JOURNALS ON THE 

| ARMISTICE. 

Nearly all the Parls journals comment briefly 
on the great intelligence of the day—the suspension of 
hostilities. It is to be remarked that the languages of 
this morning’s papers is less absolute on the necessity 
of making Italy “free to the Adriatic” than those of 
the preceding evening ; but all concur in expressing 
the most unmixed satisfaction at the prospect of peace, 
which seems preceptible in the distance. The Presse 
referring to the recommendation given to the public in 
the official journal not to be too sanguine as to the de- 
finitive termination of the war, compares that notice with 
the “ communicated”’ note sent to the journals and save ; 

As to the negociations which will take place during 
truce, it may be as well tha: the public should not fall 
into error about the point. Let it not be forgotten that 
there is a programme set forth for the Italian question, 
and which declares, in the words of the Emperor, that 
Italy must be free from the Alps to th: Adriatic. ‘The 
Italian campaign has imparted to that programme the 
authority of victory. If, therefore, there are negociativns 
they can only be on the basis of the complete indepen- 
dence of Italy. May Austria comprehend the question 
in that sense! 

The observations of the Pays run thus:— 

The official journal has acted wisely, when announcing 
the suspension of hostilities, to warn the public against 
any precipitate movement. Public vpinion, without 
believing in an immediate peace, will not the less persist 
in seeing in his armistice the sign of approaching peace, 
and, according to our views, the ipubláe will be right in 
dying so. Peace seems certain, for two things have been 
irrevocably established by the victories of the French— 
a fact and a doctrine. The fact is the want of power in 
Austria to defend herself any longer—her resistance and 
her strength are exhausted. The doctrine which will be 
also shortly a fact is the liberation of Italy, accepted and 
recognized by Europe, and against which no one can any 
longer utter a word. | 

he Gazetle de France thus expresses itself :— 

The explanation given by the official journal proves 
evidently that the suspension of arms was caused by 
motives of humanity. In that point of view, we cannot 
but rejoice at the convention agreed to between the bel- 
ligerents, since it will have the effect, at least, of not 
allowing the contest to continue in conditions of tem- 
boat so murderous as the present for the soldier and 
the wounded. The consideration ought evidently to 
silence any impression of regret that the public might 
manifest to see the execution of the Imperial programme 
—- Italy free to the Adriatic'—delayed, and the absolute 
terms of which do not admit of any compromi:e. 

' The only evening journal that does not insist on Italy 
boing free from the Alps to the Adriatic, is the Courrier 
de Paris, which says :-— 

There is according to all appearances no connection 
to be established upto the present time between the 
news coming from Germany, and the truce which is an- 
nounced to usfrom Valeggio. But whatever may be the 
disposition of Austria, the facility with which this sus- 
pension of hostilities has been granted will be a fresh 
pledge fer the moderation which after as before the vic- 
oy pee been evident in all the acts of the Emperor 

apoleon. 

Ofthe morning journals the only one that — 
of Italy being free to the Adriactic is the Sie¢le, 
atid its remarks amount to but little, It says :—

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but must first establish them. It is on account of this 
that such attention has been paid to the railway which 
now with only theinterruption over Mont Cenis, connects 
France with the Lake of Garda. All the bridges have 
been repaired, and even the break which existed before 
between San Martino and Magenta has been bridged 
over. A considerable portion of this line of operations 
must be protected against some possible movement of 
the Austrians from the Tyrol. The Allies are hampered 
in their operations by political considerations, which 
prevent them from crossing the boundaries of a territory 
forming part of the Germanic Confederation. We are 
in the beginning of July, consequently approaching the 
hottest season of the year, so dangerous to the health of 
the soldier. 

“To all this must be added the strength of the position 
itself—four fortresses, two of them first and the two 
others second class fortresses, enclosing a parallelogram 
far too large to be investad ; of the two main lines of 
communication with the interior of the empire, the one 
through the Tyrol protected by a mountainous district 
of great strenght, the river line of the Adige, and the 
vicinity of Verona, while the second and even more im- 
portant one falls to the rear of the strongest of the four 
fortresses, and is thereefore even more difficult to ap- 
proach. 


FRIGHTFUL STATE OF THE WOUNDED 
IN ITALY. 

The Turin correspondent of the Morning Herald says: 
“ Dreadful accounts of the slaughter of Solferino continue 
toarrive. 20,000 extra beds havebeen ordered down from 
Milan to Brescia, and 10,000 beds from here. Moreover, 
well provided as the French army is with surgeons, 
medical men employed in the civil hospitals here have 
been hurried down to the scene of the late battle. 
The weather is frightfully hot, and the numoper of 
wounded who under more favourable circumstances 
would probable have recovered, that all victims to hos- 
pital gangrene is very great. Poor General Auger, of 
the artillery, whose arm was shot off, underwent the day 
before yesterday the frightful operation of having the 
mutilated stump taken out of the socket. It was per- 
formed under the personal superintendence of the km- 
peror’s own surgeon, Baron Laney, but poor Auger 
is not expected to survive. Ot all the generals who 
were hit none is out of danger but Forey, the same 
who received a slight wound at the commencement of 
the campaign while bringing up his troops at Monte- 
bello. Canrobert’s conduct in the late action is severely 
blamed, as it very nearly compromised the success of 
the battle. I do not know how far the account which 
reaches me may be correct, but it is universally preva- 
lent in the French camp. It is said that General Niel, 
who was very severely pressed, sent an aide-de-camp to 
Marshal Canrobert with a request for assistance. Can- 
robert replied tliat he was very sorry, but that he could 
not spare a single battalion, as he had received notice 
from the Emperor that his right would be attacked by 
a large Austrian force coming from Mantua. It was 
not until six hours later, when the Marshal saw that no 
troops sallied from Mantua, that he detached one divi- 
sion to support Niel’s attack. Had he done so before, 
much bloodshed would have been spared. The feelings 
in the army isso general on the subject that 1 do not 
think it possible that the Emperor can avoid noticing 
it in general orders.” 


THE WOUNDED AT SOLFERINO. 
CASTIGLIONE, JUNE 27.—This place presents just now 
a hideous spectacle of human suffering—every church, 
every house is fu.l of wounded, and the arcades are so 
crowded that there is hardly room for the passers-by. 
The mortality among them amounts to beyond 100 a- 
day; but this is principally among those who were 
brought late from the field. Several hopeless cases, 
where death must supervene within a very short 
time, have been left there, in order to give a chance 
to those to whom removal might offer a chance 
of recovery. This appears a terrible alternative, 
but it cannot be helped; all the carts of the conta- 
dina are taken up for the purpose, and the pea- 
sants themselves are so entirely occupied iu trans- 
porting the living that the burial of the dead was not 
entirely completed yesterday. The whole road from 
Castiglione to Montechiaro, and the places in the 
vicinity where the wounded can be placed, is covered 
with lines of vehicles going full and returning hither 
for more, who are sent away as soon as the first 
dressing and necessary operations are concluded. I 
saw a Hungarian boy of not more that seventeen put 
into a cart after having had his foot taken off above 
the ankle,, to go fifteen miles to another small town 
where there was still accomodation left. French 
and Austrians are all treated alike; but the want of 
accommodation is very great, although, considering 
the weather, those who lie out all night now are no 
worse off thau those within ; indeed they must breathe 
a purer air than the others. ‘The wounded French 
officers have mostly gone to different villages in the 
neighbourhood, or to Brescia, where they can be 
better attended to than here-—Correspondent of Morn- 
ing Post. 


Inp1an Nores.—The last official report from Dr. 
Jameson, of the progress of the government and other 
tea plantations in the Kangra district, is most interesting 
for it shows that this valuable district is not available 
for European occupation. The year before the 
proportion of second class tea manufactured 
at Holta was two-thirds of the whole, and last 
season the proportion of second class was reduced to 
one-sixth. ‘ihe total amount manufactured at Holta 
was only 13,190 lbs., but the total yield is about 26,000 
but the plants now in the ground will, when in full 
bearing, yield 1,500,000 lbs. ‘The improvement in the 
quality is owing to the careful gathering of the raw 
leaves, and better manipulation under the guidance of 
Chinese; but by the help of this superintendence 
the native tea-makers have likewise become more skil- 
ful. ‘This year the cultivation has been greatly ex- 
tended; 21,000 Ibs. of seed have been distributed to 
the zemindars, several of whom have engaged in the cul - 
tivation. The Financial Commissioners had held a 
meeting of the chief zemindars on the subject of tea 
cultivation, which had had most favourable results. At 
Holta about 800 acres are now under cultivation, and 
there are 5,000,000 of plants. On the recommendation 
of Dr. Jameson, the factory has been increased, as ..ic- 
wise the establishment. The outlay last year was £1,600 
and the return 26,000 Ibs. of tea, at 4s. per lb., £5,200, 
leaving a profitof £3,600. The rate is evidently a higher 
one than can be maintained with an increased supply. 
From other districts good accounts ar2 given. At Dhurm- 
sala a new factory has been built, to which Tej Sing, 
a native cultivator, brought in 640 Ibs. of raw leaves. 
At Mr. Berkley’s plantation, at Kotghur, near Simla, 
a hundred thousand plantg are flourishing.—

Every 
article was replete withterrible warnings against the supposed 
aggressive schemes of the French Empervr.
